Arah leaders 
deceive people

Jordan's King Hussein yester- 
day charged that the Arab lead- 
ers were deceiving their people 
and driving them to despair. 

The Jordanian monarch was 
Speaking at the first meeting of 
his country's sole political party, 
the Arab National Union, whose 
860-man council was elected this 
month. The party, established last 
year, represents both banks of 
the Jordan river, 


Two thirds of the council mem- 
bers were elected in polls in the 
Hast Bank, while the other third 
was appointed by King Hussein in 
his capacity as head of the party. 
The council yesterday unanimously 
empowered Hussein to name the 36- 
man supreme executive committee 
of the union. 


In his attack on Arab regimes, 
Eing Hussein said they were “still 
fond of the game of evading reali- 
ties by raising more slogans, spin- 
ning more delusions end dreams, 
while persisting in misleading their 
people at the latter’s expense.” 


CIRCLE OF FAILURE 
He said that Arab leaders were 
caught in a vicious circle of failure 
which the regimes covered up by 
further misleading words and deeds. 


The King did not mention any 
Arab country by mame but he was 
evidently referring to Bgypt for 
waging political warfare against 
Jordan, Libya for cutting off finan- 
celal aid and Syria for closing its 
border and atrspace to Amman. 

King Hussein said that his coun- 
try has been “a constant ‘arget 
of the defeatists who fear the light 
of truth. They have tried to turn 
us into a scapegoat for their failure 
and their confinement within their 
own narrow regional interests.” 

In an obvious reference to Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat's re- 
cent call on Palestinians to form a 
government-in-exlle, he said that 
it was not strange to see that re- 
cent “tunes of some brothers were 
in harmony” with those of Israel. 


BODING MOVES 

Painting a dim picture of the 
Arab situation, Hussein made brief 
but vague references to the Middle 
East crisis. Atone point he said that 
Arabregimes were hiding their moves 
for a political settlement behind 
various excuses and manoeuvres. He 
also said that “‘the people of Jordan 
are determined to liberate their 
land and holy places.” 

King Hussein's speech, which was 
broadcast by Amman radio and TV, 
was preceded by an address deliver- 
ed by the union's provisional Secre- 
tary-General, Mustafa Doudin, who 
eaid that the party now had an 
overall membership of 150,000.

said Kissinger was to report to President Nixon today. Earlier, 
Kissinger shook off pursuing newsmen yesterday to hold the third 
secret peace talk with North Vietnamese representatives plus a 
eonference with French Foreign Minister Maurice Schumann. 
Schumann prompily drove to ἐπα. 


Elysée presidential palace to brief 
President Georges Pompidou on the 
progress of the Vietnam talks which 
France has been hosting since 1968. 

French Government officials sald 
France was trying to help, as al- 
ways, in the current phase of the 
negotiations which are being held at 
an unprecedented fast pace. A gov- 
ernment official said, however, 
“France is not mediating in any 
way." 

U.S. and Communist Vietnamese 
officials refused to reveal where 
Kissinger met with North Viet- 
nam's political bureau member Le 
Due Tho and chief negotiator Kuan 
Thuy. 

Dr. Kissinger was reported in 
well-informed circles here to be 
thrashing out with Le Duc Tho a 
“charter” for peace which could be 
announced shortly after the U.S. 
presidential elections. 

Newsmen waylaid in vain a 
brownstone mansion at Choisy-le- 
Roi, close to the Hanoi delegation 
headquarters in the southern sub- 
urbs, French Television said the 
negotiators have shifted to another 
secret place after the one in Choisy 
was tracked down recently by press- 
men. 

The unprecedented third meeting 
coincided with Democratic pres- 
idential nominee George McGovern's 
nationwide address last night on 
his rival plan for ending the war 
in Vietnam. 

American and North Vietnamese 
officials declined to comment on the 
situation, which one diplomat said 
had “never been more intriguing.” 
Speculation was rife here yester- 
day on a possible early break- 
through. 

Dr. Kissinger is thought to be 
discussing a plan that would de- 
finitely lead to elections and a new 
government in South Vietnam, ac- 
cording to well-informed sources. 
Such a government would be neither 
Communist-dominated nor suspect 
of being too pro-U.S., they said. 

At_a later stage, delegates from 
the Saigon Administration and the 
Vietcong would write out the pro- 

“charter” to make South 
Viemmam an independent neutral 
country, the sources added. 

The plan now under discussion 
provides for the release of U.S. 
prisoners of war held in North Viet- 
nam, and the liberation of political 
detainees in South Vietnam as ges- 
tures of goodwill to help restore a 
climate of confidence among the

Shah of Iran 
starts talks 
in Moscow 


MOSCOW. — The Shah of Iran 
flew to Moscow with his empress 
yesterday to begin a 10-day official 
visit to his country’s giant northern 
neighbour. Official Soviet sources 
said he immediately began talks 
with President Nikolai Podgorny, 
Premier Alexei Kosygin and Com- 
munist Party Chief Leonid Brezh- 
nev. 

Despite Iran's membership in 
Cento, there are no major political 
problems between the two coun- 
tries, but as neighfours each is 
concerned to maintain contact. 

The Soviet news agency Tass said 
that the two sides reaffirmed “the 
mutual striving of the Jeaders of 
the two states for the strengthening 
of friendly relations and for fur- 
ther development of fruitful coope- 
ration between the U.S.S.R. and 
Iran in the interests of the peoples 
of the two countries and consoli- 
dation of universal peace.” 

Iran lies in an area of the world 
to which the Soviets have been 
paying special attention in recent 
months, in particular with the de- 
velopment of close ties with Iraq. 

The Shah can be expected to 
urge that close links between Mos- 
cow and Baghdad should not have 
an adverse effect on Iran’s position 
in its sometimes troubled relations 
with Iraq, observers said. 

Soviet-Iranian cooperation to curb 
pollution in the Caspian Sea (home 
of the caviar sturgeon), trade and 
Russian aid in building up Iran's 
industry are other provable topics.

In September 1971 the 
tives and the Ministry of Transport 
signed a “ " agreement thet 
if the price of any of. the com-

Ministry economists 
calculated that the cooperatives are 
pow entitled to an 18 per cent 
fare rise (or be given a Govern- 
ment subsidy). 

The Ministry of Finance and the 
Histadrut oppose raising the price 
of bus tickets at this time, and the 
whole issue has been turned over 
to the Goverhment to decide. The 
Cabinet was to have taken a de- 
cision at its weekly meeting this 
week, but the matter was post- 
sponed,

Mr, Tamir said he had written to 
Police Minister Shlomo Hillel on 
September 3 about complaints, re- 
ported by the Nature Protection 
Society and the Kinneret Adminis- 
tration, He said Police Deputy Di- 
rector General Z. Rudin replied on 
September 12 that the matter was 
being investigated and the com- 
mittee would be informed of the 
result. 

The complaints are that local 
contractors and settlers have been 
caught many times removing the 
stones, especially along the north- 
east shore of the lake, and that 
files have been opened by the Ti- 
‘berlas police. But, Mr. Tamir ad- 
ded, “someone” in the Tiberias police 
station has prevented any of the 
cases being brought to trial.

TEL AVIV. — Two employees of 


‘Bank Leumi have been arrested in 
what police believe to be a conspi- 


racy among a group of clerks to 
embezzle tens of thousands of 


pounds. 

The two, Armand Basidan and 

Sara Yemini, were remanded in the 
Magistrate's Court for 10 and four 
days, respectively. According to 
police, the suspects had a joint ac- 
count in Bank Leumi, and opened & 
joint account in Discount Bank. 
They deposited cheques drawn on 
their Bank Leumi account at the 
Discount Bank, and allegedly des- 
troyed the cheques when they were 
returned to Bank Leumi for pay- 
ment. 
In this way, they were credited 
with the deposits — since Bank 
Leumi did not send the cheques 
back — but their account at Bank 
Leumi was not debited. 

Police told the court the two 
eventually separated, but Basidan 
continued to use the cheques of 
the joint account, to repeat the 
same swindle at another Discount 
Bank branch, with the cooperation 
of ancther Bank Leumi employee. 
Basidan cheated the bank of a to-

EL CENTRO, California (UPI). — 
A complete human skeleton, which 
may be the oldest found in the 
western hemisphere, has been un- 
earthed in the southern California 
desert by an amateur archaeologist.

‘RUSTING AWA Y’

PARIS (Reuter). — 
T= 320-metre-high Eiffel Tower, 
a@ symbol of Paris and France 
for 93 years, is rusting away and 
may have to be pulled down, ac- 
cording to a secret engineering re- 
port cited by the French press on 
Monday. A decision on what to do 
with the tower, known as the “iron 
lady," will reportedly be forced on 
the Government because of increas- 
Ing corrosion in its metalwork. 

The tower administration chief, 
Mr. Andre Garoux, quickly denied 
that there was any posatbility of 
dismantling the tower and said he 
had not seen any adverse techni- 
cal report. 

The engineering dossier, cited by 
both the news magazine “Express” 
and the newspaper "Le Monde,” was 
reported to make clear that large- 
seale repairs necessary over the 
mext year will cost more, perhaps 
twice as much, than the cost of 
removing it altogether, 

Engineers were seriously con- 
cerned by the state of the tower 
and had found that the 16 coats of 
special paint it had received over 
the years were hiding ita deteriorat- 
ing metalwork, the press reports 
said. The compeny which runs the 
tourlat and maintenance operationa 


of the tower. the Societe de [ἃ 
Tour Elffel, works under a conces- 
sion from the City of Paris which 
in turn comes under government 
juriadiction. 

“We have an annual maintenance 
programme,” said Mr. Garoux, “The 
tower is in excellent shape,” he 
added. Strongly refuting the cont- 
rary reports, he said: “It will last 
for at least another 100 years if 
we keep up the maintenance work" 

The reported engineering survey 
marks the first time in years that 
there has been serious talk of 
tearing down the tower, erected by 
engineer Gaston Biffel for the Paria 
International Exhibition in 1889. 

Despite the heavy cost of repaira 
cited in the engineering report, de- 
molition would also be an enormous 
financial blow to Paria. The tower 
has paid for itself many times 
over and the number of visitors 
from France and around the world 
18 now approaching three million ἃ 
year. Tourist receipts in 1971 were 
£1,300,000m. 

It was not known exactly how 
much it would cost to pull it down 
or to make the thorough repairs 
that are now reported to be neces- 
sary, but they would certainly be 
far more than a year’s ‘receipts, 
building experts said.

UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). 
Egypt on Monday charged Iarael 
with damaging the Hgyptian eco- 
nomy by its continued occupation 
of the Sinai Peninsula and the re- 
sulting closure of the Suez Canal. 

Mr. Mokhless Gobba of Egypt, 
@ Vice-Chairman of the U.N. Ἐπο- 
nomic and Social Committee, told 
the committee that the Egyptian 
economic growth rate fell from 
6.7 per cent to about five per cent 
in 1967 because hundreds of 
thousands of soldiers had been 
drawn from the civilian labour force 
to defend Egypt. Israel's “unlawful 
occupation" of the Sinai Peninsula 
had forced Egypt to close the Suez 
Canal “although Egypt had tried to 
improve the capacity of the Canal 
by deepening its channels to accom- 
modate bigger vessels,” be added. 
Reopening the Canal required the 
“tmplemention of U.N. resolutions. . . 
returning Israel-occupied land to 
ensure the security of the shipping 
in the Canel,” he said.

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DEATH DEMANDS 


HERE is no agreement among 
criminologists on whether 
the death penalty acts as a de- 
terrent against murder, and only 
limited agreement that its effec- 
tiveness depends on the circum- 
stances. = 
In Britain, where murder is 
comparatively rare, it is thought 
that killings are usually com- 
mitted under the influence of 
profound emotions — as in 
family murders — or by the 
mentally disturbed, and that nei- 
ther category of killer will stop 
to consider the possible conse- 
quences. 

Where murder is often com- 
Mitted to cover up robbery, as 
in the U.S., it is thought that 
lower penaities for money crimes 
and higher ones for murder 
might help, except that the U.S. 
‘Supreme Court has now ruled 
out the death penalty. To do so 
it fell back on the ban on “cruel 
and unusual punishment,” mean- 
ing merely that whatever we 
may do in war, in quarrels and 
even on the roads, a sober judge 
in the security of his court-room 
no longer wishes to be forced to 
order another man to be killed 
in cold blood by yet a third. 

Tais feeling has been shared in 
Israel. As far as infiltrators and 
saboteurs operating in Israel are 
concerned, the view of the secu- 
rity authorities has throughout 
deen thet a cornered terrorist is 
forced into a suicidal fizht for 
his life if he knows a death 
penalty almost certainly awaits 
him, feeling it is better to die 
fighting, and that relatively 
tolerable prison conditions for 
such men will incline them to 


surrender, thereby saving our 
own soldiers’ lives. 

Public feeling that a death 
sentence would have been more 
appropriate for such terrorists 
as Okamoto, the Japanese who 
earried out the Black September 
killing at Lod Airport, has now 
been reviewed by a government 
committee which has not recom- 
mended the reinstatement of a 
death penalty (it exists only for 
genocide, un which Eichmann 
was executed, and some forms 
of treason under war condi- 
tions). The quiet decision of the 
committee is not sufficient, for 
there was not here so much a 
factual question to be settled, 
but_a wave of emotion which 
needs a response. As the re- 
sponse is not what the public 
has demanded in its anger, frus- 
tration and sorrow, it is entitled 
at least to full explanations and 
an attempt to convince it that 
terrorism cannot be stopped in 


this way. 
More demands for heavier 
punishment came after the 


Munich murders, and it should 
be obvious enough that terror- 
ism abroad is not subject to 
our jurisdiction, and that we 
cannot dictate to other coun- 
tries what they should do with 
terrorists they capture. It is un- 
likely enough that a death 
penalty will be imposed on a 
terrorist considered to be politi- 
cally motivated in a country 
not directly involved with his 
political aims. 

What is involved here is pub- 
lic morale, and that cannot be 
restored ‘by a few laconic words 
on the decision of a committee. 


JITTERS IN S.E. ASIA

SINGAPORE (FWF), — 

N astute cabinet minister of one of the 

smaller South-East Asian countries said 
recently that nations in the region had four 
great fears as 1972 — an extraordinary year 
for Asia and the world — drew towards 4 
close. One was ἃ Communist victory, political 
or military, in Vietnam, with its unpredictable 
effectr on insurgent and national liberation 
movements throughout the area. Another was 
the prospect of a rapid Peking-Tokyo rapproche- 
ment, already an apparent reality. 

The two others were election victories for 
United States Democratic presidential con- 
tender George MeGovern and Australian La- 
bour Party leader Gough Whitlam. Asian na- 
tions have the jitters as these two countries, 
on opposite sides of the Pacific, prepare to 20 
to the polls, for at stake is the very basis of 
Western involvement In South-Bast Asia. 

McGovern and Whitlam governments offer 
the prospect of an unpleasantly rapid Amer- 
ican and Australian withdrawal into fsola- 
tionism at a time when their Asian allies are 
already puzzled and disturbed by the pace 
of recent world events, and feeling 
and lonely. "The day President Nixon shook 
hands with the leaders of Communist China 
and the Soviet Union he was abandoning a 
ereed which had guided U.5. policy since 
World War IL — that the American mission 
was to save the world from Communism,” 
Singdpore’s foreign minister, Sinnathamby 
Rajaratnam, said recently. The problem for 
anti-Communist, pro-Western countries of Asia 
is that they do not know what America’s 
new creed is,

~ In the light of the new situation, they are 
mal their own tentative readjustments, 
particularly in attitudes towards China.
